Dail Eireann reassembled yesterday after 
th Christmas recess. : 

The chief business was the discussion of 
the bill to amalgamate the Dublin Metro- 
politan Police Force and the Civic Guard.

Mr, John Good objected to the continu- 
ance of the Dublin police rate. At present 
this rate yields £52,000 a year, and the 
bill provides for its reduction year by year 
until it disappears in 1932. 

Mr. Good wanted it removed as soon as 
the bill came into operation. He said 
that there was no good reason why the 
citizens should continue to make a con- 
tribution’ to the upkeep of the police force 
when the cost of maintaining the force

Hunting in Ireland. 


If our recent articles have helped to 
stir public opinion on the new danger 
which threatens fox-hunting in Ireland, 


some service. Yesterday in Dai Eireann 
Mr. P. W. Shaw asked the Minister for 
Justice whether he was aware that the 
trapping of foxes, for the sake of their 
skins, had become a serious menace to the 
welfare of hunting in some districts, and 
if he was prepared to introduce legisla- 
tion on the subject. Mr. O' Higgins re- 
plied that, “if the facts were as stated, 
he would consider whether such legisla- 
tion was desirable or possible. Ministers 
must hold a cautious attitude to any 
proposal for the swelling of an already 
crowded programme; but we submit that 
tha desirability of legal protection for 
foxes in certain large areas has been 
proved beyond question. There are twenty- 
three packs of fox-hounds in the Free 
State. The Masters of many of these 
packs—good sportsmen all, and lovers of 
Ireland—have put their views and their 
experience before our readers during the 
past few days. They agree that the 
trapping of foxes is increasing, that the 
devastating results of the abuse are mani- 
fest already in some important centres. 
and that, if it is allowed to continue | 
without check, the days of a famous 
national sport may be numbered. What 
fuller or more trustworthy evidence can the 
Government require? Our correspondents 
have suggested various. remedies for the 
evil. Many of these may be classed 
under the heading, education of public 
opinion — education of farmers to dis- 
courage trapping, of newspapers to de- 
nounce it, of women to realise that, so 
far as Irish fox-furs are concerned, beauty 
unadorned is adorned the most. The 
advice is quite sound ; but, unfortunately, 
education is a slow process, and, before 
it is completed in this case, the predic- 
tion which Mr. Villiers Stuart of Dromana 
makes to-day in a witty letter may have 
been fulfilled. The trapping of foxes must 
be stopped immediately, and the only sure 
method is legislation which will penalise 
the practice and will forbid the advertise- 
ment, sale or export of Free State fox- 
skins. 

The Minister for Justice will consider 
whether legislation is not only desirable, 
but possible. There are two elements in 
the question of possibility—the possibility 
of framing a law which will be at once 
effective and fair to all legitimate 
interests, and the possibility of finding 
time for such legislation in the Oireachtas. 
In the former case we can foresee no 
substantial difficulty. The draiting of a 
measure which would prohibit the trapping 
of foxes, while safeguarding the farmer’s 
and the cotter’s poultry, ought to be a 
quite simple matter ; and, if the bill were 
introduced in the Senate, its moulding 
would be in expert hands. The finding of 
time for such a measure will depend, no 
doubt, upon the Government 's estimate 
of its importance. We may be well assured 
that Mr. O' Higgins will find the necessary 
time 28 soon as he is convinced that the 
trapping of foxes threatens hunting and 
the“ the pfosperity of hunting is vital 
to the best interests of the State. We 
‘suggest, therefore, that the Masters of Fox.

of the results of what may be termed 
premature democracy. When Britain 
assumed control of Mesopotamia, under 
a mandate from the League of Nations, 
she established a virtually independent 
Kingdom of Iraq and placed the Emir 
Feisal, son of the King of the Hedjaz, 
on the throne. She followed her well- 
defined imp rial theory of trying to evolve 
a democratic form of government out of 
existing institutions, and gave the people 
of Iraq a measure of private and public 
liberty of which they never even dreamed 
under Turkish rule, Millions of pounds 
of the British taxpayers’ money were ex- 
pended in works of public utility; an 
electoral law was devised which gave a 
wide franchise to the Arabs, and much 
time and labour were devoted to the task 
of transforming the nomad tribes of the 
land between 5 rivers into a more or less 
homogeneous community of civilised and 
responsible beings. East of Suez, how: 
ever, democracy has no meaning, and, so 
fer as the franchise is concerned, the Iraq 
experiment seems to have been a sorry 
failure. An election was to have been 
held at the beginning of the present year, 
and a register was prepared in the ordi- 
nary way. When it was completed, how- 
ever, the British officials discovered that, 
whereas the whole population of Iraq is 
about three millions, the voting strength 
on the register amounted approximately 
to ten millions. Consequently, the elec- 
tion has been postponed, and another 
effort will be made to secure something 
in the nature of an accurate voting list. 
The Sheikhs, however, are too wily for the 
unsophisticated civil servants who are 
trying to discover the voting strength of 
their tribes. Nearly every one of them 
has supplied lists of his followers which 
are at least three times too long, and, as 
they keep moving from place to place 
throughout the country, a proper check of 
their returns is almost impossible. 
Democratic institutions cannot be super- 
imposed on a race which has the tradi- 
tions of an joligarchic feudal system bred 
in its bones. They are apt to foster all 
sorts of graft ’’ and corruption, and they 
tend to encourage the growth of what is 
known in India as the Babu type. In Iraq 
the process of. Westernisation has not 
gone sufficiently far to produce the worst 
effects, but already there is a bitter feud 
between the Sheikhs of the desert and the 
Pashas and Effendis of the towns. The 
former declare that the latter have too 
much power in the land; yet they will 
not take an active part in national politics 
themselves, lest their enforced absence 
from their tribes during Parliamentary 
sessions should engender sedition among 
their followers. The present situation is 
very obscure, but the general principle 
of the Iraqui seems to be to swindle the 
British authorities out of as much money 
as possible, and then to intrigue with the 
Turks, the Wakhabis or any other enemies 
of the Empire Who are prepared to pay 
a sufficiently high price for their favours. 
The responsible men among the educated 
Arab class recognise the value of the 
British connection, and nobody wants 
the return of the Turk, although 
some of the Mosul Sheikhs are threaten- 
ing to advocate the restoration of the 
vi-ayet to Turkey in order to get more 
money from Bagdad. It is probable 
that, if a serious plebiscite were taken 
to-morrow, there would be an overwhelm- 
ing majority in favour of the retention of 
some measure of British suzerainty over 
the country. From the British point of 
view the territory hag a certain strategic 
value, but it has cost the British taxpayer 
far more money than ever it is likely to 
yield in return. 


Wasted Waters. 


Yesterday we commented on the deter- 
mined effort which is being made by New 
Zealand to capture the British market 
for its dairy produce, and pointed out that 
participation in the Imperial Exhibition 
was a vital part of that progressive 
Dominion's plans. A similar story has to 
be told of Newfoundland, but here it is 
the fresh fish trade that is concerned. 
Newfoundland had a pavilion at Wembley 
last year, and no fewer than two million 
people inspected the display of Newfound- 
land produce. The exhibits will be dis- 
played again in the coming summer, and 
a Newfoundland newspaper urges upon 
the organisers the advisability of a special 
exhibit of the Dominion’s fresh fish in 
order that the British market may be the 
better supplied with. this commodity. 
Canada is equally wide-awake to the 
possibilities of the British fish .market, 
and arrangements are being made in Nova 
‘Scotia to send supplies across the Atlantic. 
Thus two Dominions in ahother hemisphere 
are preparing to develop a market which 
is within a few hours’ stearh of the teem- 
ing Irish waters. Here “is a further

NOTEWORTHY PICTURES. 


With the recent remarkable revival of in- 
terest in things artistic in Dublin, it is not 
surprising that the three hundred exhibits 
in the New Irish Salon, at Mills’ Hall, are 
attracting considerable notice.

OBITUARY. 
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MR. JOHN LANE. 

Mr. John Lane, the eminent publisher, died 
on Monday night, at his London house, Lan- 
caster Gate terrace, at the age of 70. A 
fortnight ago he fell ill with influenza, and it 
developed into pneumonia. 

r. Lane had a keen eye for literary and 
artistic talent, and in the early years of his 
life as a publisher he gave the first chance 
to many writers, then obscure, who now are 
known to all. He published one of the first 
books of Mr. H. G. Wells: ‘Conversations 
with an Uncle,“ one of the first works of 

G. 8. Street, and the first etchings of D. 
Y. Cameron. He encouraged Mr. Richard 
le Gallienne, Mr. W. H. Hudson, and many 
other young writers of the nineties. 

It was John Lane who introduced Stephen 
Leacock in England. He believed in the 
personal element in his business, and took a 
real interest in the ambitious young men 
whose early works he S , His search 
was for original and daring talent, and he 
probably discovered more authors than 
other publisher of his time. A keen admirer 
of Anatole France, Mr. Lane issued several 
editions of all his works, the latest being a 
popular edition, not yet quite complete. . 

t was in 1887 that, jointly with Mr. Elkin 
Mathews, Mr. Lane founded the Bodley 
ae business.

PENNY POST DEMAND:

DEPUTATION TO BRITISH P. Mu. d. 
From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
_ LONDON, Tuesday. 
In connection with the increasing demand 
for a return to the penny post, a further de- 
utation waited on the Postmaster-General in 
ndon to-day, the point of view of the print- 
ing and rmaking industries being suh- 
mitted by representatives of the Joint Indus- 
trial Council of the Printing and Allied 
Trades. 

Mr. A E. Holmer, one of the joint secre- 
taries, stated afterwards that the Council had 
gone to considerable expense in preparing fresh 
evidence. - 

We have ascertained, he said, from 
the Colonial customers of some of our post- 
card printers that, as a result of the reduction 
of the postcard rate to its present level, the 
incréase has been something like 50 per cent. 

A member of the deputation stated that the 
Postmaster-General. was sympathetic, and was 
desirous of ascertaining more about the facts.

THE RAILWAY. DISPUTE 
—

In addition to all-round increases in 
pay for all grades, the National Union 
of Railwaymen has put forward demands 
which have been met not only by a re- 
fusal on the part of the railway compa- 
nies to-day, but a suggestion that wages 
shall be reduced. This seems to have 
come as a surprise to the union leaders, 
and consequently they are now breathing 
the brimstone and sulphur of war to the 
limit. The proposals of the union in- 
clude pensions for all grades at sixty, 
rigid application of the eight-hour day, a 
forty-four hour week for certain grades, 
and so on, the programme covering not 
only railway workers employed on the 
main lines, but also those on the tube, 
electric and underground railways. 

The futility of strikes is shown to-day 
by the result of the Buckingham 
Palace ” strike. The men have agreed to 
an ‘arrangement which would have been 
acceptable to everybody at the beginning, 
and is the only one commending itself to 
reasonable people. The man over whom 
the contest raged is to be allowed to pay 
up his arrears and secure reinstatement 
in his union. Yet the strikers demanded 
that he should be driven into the wilder- 
ness of unemployment, and left without 
work because he was not discharged from 
his job. The Electrical Trades Union is 
now about to devote all its energies to a 
struggle with the Metropolitan Railway 
Company. 


Sapplementaries. 


The details of the supplementary esti- 
mates, issued to-day, amount to seven and 
a half millions. A sum of £286,000 is 
needed by the Ministry of Agriculture in 
respect of the beet sugar subsidy.

There is a revival of the rumours that 
the Duke and Duchess of York are anxious 
to give up living in the White Lodge in 
Richmond Park.

The Duke of York 
has not a very large income, as incomes 
go nowadays, to keep up a Royal estab 
lishment, and it is quite possible that on 
their return from Africa the young couple 
will look round for a smaller place. White 
Lodge wants a large staff of servants to 
keep it going, while its grounds need much 
attention, and motor cars are a necessity 
to get in and out of town. The King and 
Queen have arranged a small flat at 
Buckingham Palace for the. Duke and 
Duchess to save them a long drive to Rich- 
mond at night, but it is too small for a 
residence. 


Storms. 


The terrible gale of Saturday last, with 
the train disaster in Ireland, recalls the 
fact that the most terrific gale in our 
latitude was one of 112 miles an hour, 
which swept over the coast of County 
Clare in February, 1920. In March of 
1922 a gale of some 108 miles an hour 
2 over Southern England, and on 
farch 14th, 1905, Falmouth suffered 
from a wind with a speed of 103 miles an 
hour. The most disastrous gale on record 
was the cyclone which struck the South- 
Eastern districts of the Province of Bengal 
on October 31st, 1876, with the result that 
over two hundred thousand people lost 
their lives. In Australia im April, 1918. 
a hurricane swept Melbourne and carried 
away in the air huge blocks of iron and 
stone, some weighing over four tons. The 
Australian Meteorological authorities 
assessed the velocity of the wind on that 
occasion at some two hundred miles ea 
hour. 

Bread Prices. 

When bread went to a shilling a loaf in 
Dublin yesterday it rose to elevenpence in 
Glasgow, a price which had already been 
reached in London and Edinburgh.

The Duke of Northumberland in his letter 
conveys the impression that the Irish Free 
State Government does not deal sympatheti- 
cally with ex-Service men. From my personal 
knowledge I know that no distinction what- 
ever is made by the Governiment or its officials, 
and the relations between the Service 
organisations and the Government are of the 
friendliest nature. I personally, and the Pre- 
sident and Chairman of the Legion here, have 
enquired into sev cases of 
victimisation of ex-Service men, but we have 
not been able to substantiate a single case.

EIGHT CRUISERS TO 
BE BUILT. 
— — , 
From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
"LONDON, Tuesday. 

It is understood. that the provisional 
Navy Estimates submitted by the Ad- 
miralty for the financial year 1925-26 call 
for a large amount of new construction. 
The Sea Lords, it appears, consider that 
the following programme of shipbuilding 
is the minimum consistent with the 
strategical requirements of the near 
future :— 

Eight cruisers, each of 10,000 tons, armed 
with 8-inch guns ; 

Eight submarines ; 

One aircraft-carrier ; 

One minelayer ; 
One dépdt ship for destroyers ; 

One depot ship for submarines , 

Two gunboats ; 

One special service ship for the Persian Gulf. 

The number of cruisers asked for is the 
quota required to carry out the Admiralty's 
policy of replacing ships of this class that 
are becoming obsolete. Fifty-two new 
cruisers, it is estimated, would become 
ineffective between 1924 and 1934, and it 
is accordingly proposed to replace these 
ships by an equal number of new vessels. 

As five are already building for the 
Royal Navy and two are shortly to be 
ordered for the Australian Fleet, the eight 
additional ships recommended this year 
would bring the total of new cruisers up 
to 15, leaving a balance of 37 to be ordered 
during the next nine years. 

The cost of each ship is tentatively esti- 
mated at £1,750,000. 

In addition, large orders for destroyers 
will have to be placed each year from 
1926-27 onward, owing to the heavy 
wastage among this class, due to wear 
and tear and obsolescence of design, no 
new destroyers having been laid down since 
the war.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sig,— There recently has been considerable 
correspondence on the destruction of foxes in 
hunting counties. There is no doubt that this 
practice is becoming increasingly prevalent, 
and that, if allowed to continue unchecked, it 
will very soon cause hunting to be a thing of 
the past in this country. It has been computed 

that at. least £1,000, a year goes direct] 
into the pockets of our country people — 
this sport alone. I think this is a modest 
estimate, and, if a plentiful supply of foxes 
were assured, this sum might well doubled 
In a year or two. I see mary letters and 
articles on the subject of making this country 
attractive to visitors and encouraging them to 
their money here, and in hunting we 
have undoubtedly one of the largest attrac- 
tions—perhaps, the only one during the winter 
months. Are we going to allow this to dis- 


ap ? 

Most, if not nearly all, of this slaughter of 
foxes is due to irresponsible persons for the 
sake of the traffic in skina, I have seen it 
stated that the Government have been ap- 
proached in the matter, but cannot see their 
way to put foxes on the game list. There 
are undoubtedly difficulties in the way, 
especially as there are many districts which 
are not hunted and foxes become vermin. 
Surely, however, it would be easy to stop the 
present evil by going to the root of it and 
making it illegal either to sell or receive fox- 
skins under penalties of heavy fines. A fine 
of £2 a skin on the seller and £5 on the 
receiver might meet the case. Watch could 
very easily be kept on all likely receivers in 
the country, and any attempt to send skins 
out of the country could be checked by the 
Customs. 

It is hopeless to wait to educate public 
opinion against this evil, and take no other 
action. Hunting would have ceased long 
before any good could be done. Could not the 
farmers—nearly all. of whom must he in- 
terested, ‘at least financially—the tradesmen. 
the hunting community and the Masters of 
Hounds button-hole their local T.D.’s and get 
them to promise to move in the matter? 
Another body most vitally interested must be 
the Royal Dublin Society; for, if hunting 
ceases, so will their Horse Show.—Yours, etc.,

POSITION IN BRITALN. 
— 


Im a leading article The Times observes:— 
The present high price of bread is quite suffi- 
cient to account for public interest in the 
subject of wheat supplies, and, fortunately, 
the evidence recently given before the Food 
Commission has provided every one with an 
opportunity to acquire some precise informa- 
tion. The world’s wheat harvest is now seen 
to be not an annual occurrence lasting from 
four to six weeks, but a continuing testival 
celebrated in some part of the globe in every 
month of the year. Further, it appears that 
dealings in wheat never cease, but that at all 
hours of the day and night transactions are 
i These operations vitally con- 
cern the inhabitants of these islands, who 
produce but one-fifth of their requirements of 
wheat, and are, therefore, dependent upon 
other countries for their daily b 0 

Since, however, it is clear that only the 
surplus production of each nation comes into 
the international market, it becomes 
peculiarly difficult to forecast the course 
of prices. Most other countries are in a 
happier position than Great Britain. The 
mecreasing consumption of wheat, the failure of 
Russia as an exporter, the tendency to grow 
alternative crops jn North America, and the 
possibility of crop failures there—these were 
the factors which led us so long ago as the 
summer of 1920 to emphasise the importance 
of securing a greater production of wheat 
in these islands as a measure of precaution. 
So long as this country is compelled to import 
four-fifths of its wheat requirements it must 
remain at the mercy of any price movements 
due to temporary insufficiency of world sup- 
plies, and the irony of the position is that, 
even to-day, East Anglia under the old 
English system of farming produces more 
wheat per acre than any 1 district of 
comparable size. The failure of this country 
to produce a larger proportion of its own 
requirements is due, not to the incapacity of 
its agriculturists, but to a system which 
makes the burdens on agriculture so heavy 
that it is impossible to make wheat production 
profitable at normal prices.

THE VOTE IN THE CHAMBER. 


Last night’s vote in the Chamber on the 
2 of the Vatican Embassy created a 
resh strain in the relations between the Go- 
vernment and its Socialist supporters, remarks 
The Times Paris Correspondent, in a message 
last night. That vote was taken on a o- 
posal made by members of the Opposition 
that the question should be referred back to 
Committee. is was defeated by 314 votes 
to 250, and the vote was represented as a 
final decision against the maintenance of the 
Embassy. 

It is quite cleas:, however, that the 
Socialist group, who voted with the majority, 
did so with reservations. The difficulty with 
the Socialists was produced by M. Herriot's 
statements that a credit of 58,000 francs 
would be devoted to the maintenance at the 
Vatican of an Envoy, accompanied by two 
officials, who would represent the interests of 
Alsace and Lorraime. This was regarded by 
many Socialists as an indirect way of recog- 
nising e Vatican—and, indeed, as was 

inted out in The Times of December II, it 
as always seemed probable that the Govern- 
ment would seek some sort of compromise 
on the question. Members of the group 
gathered round M. Herriot to question him 
about tho meaning of the move. In conse- 
quence of this current of feeling, the debate 
was suspended for an hour, and after a hasty 
confabulajion of the Socialist group the dis- 
cussion was adjourned until this morning, in. 
order that the vote of 58.000 francs for an 
Envoy might be further discussed. 


INDUSTRIAL UNREST. 


There is no need to wash the hands of 
despair with the black soap of pessimism 
because there are new signs of unrest in the 
world of labour. With good temper and 
goodwill on the part of all parties concerned, 
says the Daily Vrpress, the points at issue 
ought to be settled without plunging the 
country into a series of industrial conflicts. 
It is apparent that both sides are manceuvr- 
ing for position, and it is not likely that 
they will come to grips for a considerable 
period. There is ample opportunity for con- 
ciliation to operate before tempers are lost 
and. settlement becomes difficult. The best 
advice that can be given is that no effort 
should be spared in order to secure a 
reference of the dispute to the National 
Wages Board. 


RECENT DEATHS. 


The Times records that Major-General Sir 
Willoughby Garnons Gwatkin, K.C.M.G., 
Colonel of the Manchester Regiment, died at 
Twickenham on Monday at the age of 65. In 
1913 he was appointed Chief Staff Officer of 
Canada, and from 1920 to 1922 he was Air 
Marshal and Inspector-General of the 
Canadian Air Force.

DOUBLE PERSONALITY. 


REMARKABLE SPANISH STORY. 


MADRID (By Mail). 

A weird case of so-called double 

rsonality is reported from Moeche, in the 
rovince of, Corunna. The central figure in 
it is a young woman named Manuela, who 
lives with her parents in a large farm, the 
property of the Marquis de Cavalcanti. Her 
parents were distressed to find her sinking into 
a decline through consumption, which h 
reached an advanced stage, and she would 
take nothing but milk. The doctors had given 
up all hopes of her recovery. Suddenly an 
extraordinary change took place in Manuela’s 
condition. On January 12th, to the surprise 
oí her family, she gave * taking liquid food, 
and asked for the same solid food as was being 
served to other members of the household. 
What was still stranger was that she began 
to talk of herself in the third person, as if 
she had become somebody else, and she also 
spoke with a Cuban accent. 
| At first everyone thought that she had gone 

mad, but her powers of reasoning op 
such an opinion. Finally she announced: “I 
am the parish priest of Ortigueira.’’ This 
priest disappeared from the neighbouring 
village over a year ago, and it 1s believed that 
he has since died in Cuba. 
The strange affair brought people flocking 
in from all parts of the country, and when- 
ever a large number collects she stands up and 
preaches a scrmon to them in a perfectly 
natural manner. On Sunday last she addressed 
a large crowd from a balcony of her parents 
house. 
A curious incident of divination is recorded 
in connection with the entrance into the house 
of the village curé, who had come to in- 
terrogate her. She stopped him from coming 
into the room, telling him that he was wearing 
his stole under his cassock, a thing he had no 
right to do. Somewhat discomfited, the priest 
displayed it and removed it. 

Manuela appears, indeed, to ecclesias- 
tical knowledge, is fully acquainted with the 
ritual and liturgy of the Church, and expresses 
herself exactly as the priest of Ortigueira was 

n to do. The effect of this strange oc- 
currence has been to bring about a great 
religious revival among the farmers, who are 
flocking to the churches.—(Reuter.)

PROFESSORS FIND IN 
SOUTH AFRICA, 


A MAN-LIKE APE, 


CAPE TOWN, Tuesday. 

A most important scientific discovery 
has been made at Taungs, in Bechuana- 
where Professor Dart, of the 
Witwatersrand University, has found a 
fossilised skull, buried in limestone at a 
depth of fifty feet. 
This skull, the Professor declares, 
represents something midway between man 
and the great apes, and the loose pseudo- 
scientific expression of “the missing 
link most nearly describes its former 
owner. 
It is believed that this is a far finer. 
specimen than either the Broken Hill or 
the Java skulls of pre-historic man. 

Professor Part says that the owner of 
the Taungs skull was not a human being, 
yet he a much more intelligent being 
than th gorilla or the chimpanzee. He 
was unable to talk, but his brain had 
advanced in the direction required of a 
being whose offspring were ultimately to 
attain the power of communication with 
their fellows by the symbolism of speech. 
He is, therefore, to be regarded not as an 
ape-like man, but rather as a man-like 
ape.— (Reuter. ) 


AN EXPERT’S OPINION. 
From Ovr Own CORRESPONDEWE. 
LONDON, Tuesday. 

Professor G. Elliot Smith, the Professor 
of Anatomy at th University of London, 
stated to-night that the discovery in 
Bechuanaland was really a most important 
find. Professor Dart, he added, was 
formerly my assistant at the London Uni- 
versity. He has examined all the fossil 
remains from South Africa, including the 
Rhodesian skull, when t was brought to 
London, and he is not Mkely to be led 
astray in his conclusions on this new 
skull. 

‘If Professor Dart has thoroughly 
examined the new skull, and has reported 
on it as stated, then I am quite prepared 
to accept his decision. We on this side 
have heard no direct news of the dis- 
covery. 

Professor Dart went out to South Africa 
comparatively recently, and is now Profes- 
sor of Anatomy at the Witwatersrand 
University, Johannesburg.

BERLIN, Tuesday. 

The German Republican newspapers have 
unearthed what they allege is a grave Minis- 
terial financial scandal, involving many 
millions of gold marks. The scandal is to be 
aired shortly before the Reichstag, and the 
Republican papers are already demanding that 
the Chancellor and the Foreign Minister shall 
be placed on trial before the Supreme Court 
for their part in the transaction. 

The charge brought against them is that at 
the time when Dr. Luther was Finance 
Minister and Herr Stresemann was Chancellor 
they promised to pay their big industrialist 
supporters in the People’s Party a sum of 
600 000.000 to 800,000,000 gold marks, or 15 
per cent. of the entire national income, with- 
out any legal right, without testing the claims 
in secret, and without informing the 
Reichstag. This payment was classified as 
compensation to Germany's big coal and iron 

roducers for losses incurred during the 
Ruhr passive resistance fight. 

The Government has issued a statement 
claiming that the arrangements for compensa- 
tion were legal. This, however, is a question 
which the Reichstag must decide, as also the 
further point, whether Dr. Luther and Herr 
Stresemann did not violate the law in ordering 
payments to be made when their Cabinet was 
on the verge of resignation. 

The newspapers are certain that at least 
650,000,000 gold marks were paid out, which 
shows conclusively that Germany could have 
done without the Dawes loan perfectly well. 

In this connection it is worth pointing out 
that the German national surplus last year 
was 960,000,000 gold marks. The persons who 
are said to have benefited by this payment 
include the Stinnes, Thyssen, and Mannes- 
mann groups; Herr von Hoesch, the German 
Ambassador to Paris; and numerous other 
multi-millionaires and industrialists.

BOARD OF TRADE AND

The British Board of Trade last night issued 
a memorandum of rules to be applied, and 
procedure to be followed by committees of in- 
quiry into applications for the safeguarding 
of industries. It is the Government's inten- 
tion that any duties proposed for this pur- 
pose shall be imposed for a limited. period, 
prescribed in a Finance Sill, and such duties 
will only be proposed if the Board are satis- 
fied that a prima facie case for inquiry has 
been established. 

A Committee has reported that a duty 
aught to be imposed, and the Board and 
Treasury concur in the proposal. Applications 
will not be entertained in respect of articles 
of food and drink.
